HE CHEERFUL OUTLOOK. 

‘When there is a greater demand for a 
given article than there is a supply of the ar- 
ticle in demand the price goes up. When the 
demand is lessened or production overtakes 
it prices go down. This is called the law 
of supply and demand and it is as immut- 
able as the often-misquoted law of the 
Medes and the Persians. There is another 
great natural law called gravitation and 
more inelegantly expressed in the phrase, 
“what goes up must come down.” Having 
established our authority, The Times cheer- 
fully predicts that, based upon the “stat- 
cots” in such cases made and provided, 
high cost of living is in for the jolt of a 
hectic and misspent career. 

Old Mother Earth has been laboring ex- 
ceeding great these past few months and 
has brought forth such crops as to send the 
skulking wolf ki-ki-ing from the door. 
Bumper is the word most frequently used 
in describing them. They almost approach 
the war-year crops.when we had half of 
Burope and a great army and navy depend. 
ent upon us. J 

This year Mmrope is standing alone and 
beginuing to walk. France has made a re- 
markable recovery and is producing almost 
enough food to supply her own require- 
ments. Great Britain is securing something 
approaching normal supplies from her colo- 
nies, and even Italy is not asking much in 
the way of food. 

This means but one thing; flenty for the 
home market. The wheat crop is estimated 
at 800,000,000 bushels. The corn crop may 
go as high as 3,000,000, 00 bushels. Pota- 
toes, hay and tobacco show improvements 
and the crops will be larger than first evtt- 
mates indicated. Arizona will produce her 
greatest cotton crop, and the farmers of 
the Salt River Valley will have fifty or sixty 
millions to spend when the harvest is in. 
with Imperial not far behind. 

National conditions are reflected in Call- 
fornia, where 100,000,000 embryo Wisheis of 
wheat are waving oer countless fertile 
acres. This State is producing 750,000 tons 
of bariey. Tons, mind you, not -bushels, 
and a great hop crop is estimated at 180, 
000 tons, enough to drown every home 
brewer in suds. Most of this crop is al- 
ready sold to Great Britain, where the 
Eighteenth Amendment means no more 
than the whisper of a turtle dove in a Bol- 
shevik convention. 

These are merely examples. The list is 
too Jong to enumerate. There are prac- 
tically no crop failures this year. The point 
is that supply is catching up with demand, 
and when the barvest fs garnished, as it 
will be soon, there will be mighty little ex- 
cuse for continued high prices of some of 
the staple articles of food. 

The export demand is much less than 
had been anticipated. The other day a 
Federal reserve bank statement told of 
large quantities of prunes returned from 
Europe. It ie within the range of possfbili- 
ties that prunes may regain their place as 


‘a plebeian food. For two years they have 


been available only for the multis and the 
laboring man. 

Rig sugar crops are reported from Cuba 
and Hawali, while the beet-sugar output in

sugar famine Is over and with its passing 
the canning industry, both at wholesale and 
in the family kitchen, will be resumed with 
renewed enthusiasm. 

According to government estimates the 
potato crop will exceed 400,000,000 bushels, 
besides this there is more than 100,000,- 
of yams in Usacle Sam's larder. 
of these crops have been har- 
made available for the consum- 


els. If there is not such a lowering it will 
be time to seek the reason. 


TEACHING. 
The Bureau of Education at Washing 
ton is convinced that we can be taught to 


Why not? It seems peculiarly reason 
able. Even if the conservative old world 
has regarded iliness as an fet of God 
through the centuries, even if sickness has 
been regarded as an unavoidable calamity 
we have certainly reached a stage of prog 
ress where we admit that a good deal of it 
is our own fault. Prevention is better than 
cure any day, and if the doctors employ 
their knowledge and abilities to teach us 
how to keep well rather than to step in 
after the damage is done their work must 
become thrice blessed. 

It seems rather ridiculous that after sev 
eral thousand years’ experience the world 
has not learned some of the most elemen- 
tary precautions against Ulness. We have 
been contented to regard it as an occasion 
for deep sympathy and much petting, 
whereas under properly instructed enlight- 
enment sympathy should be tempered with 
judgment just as it is in moral lapses. We 
have the Health Bureau's word for it that 
most ilinesses arise from preventable 
causes, just as the deaths of most infants 
arise from preventable causes. The cam- 
paign for better babies that is sweeping 
over the country is an innovation that 
should have occurred centuries ago if the 
human race were half as smart as it con- 
siders itself. If we now institute an edu 
cational campaign for healthy citizens and 
see that the rising generation is passably 
well informed upon food values and at least 
the more elementary precautions for avoid 

infection and unnecessary risks it may 

ll come to pass that fllness is an occa 
sion for shame and contrition rather than 
abundant sympathy, just as moral delin 
quencies are now. Knowledge is power.

profession. Various writers, notably 
John Spargo in the Christian Cen- 
tury, are deciaring tha, in many 
ways the preacher is a superfiuity, 
that sermons are out of date and 
out of popularity, that the regular 
Sunday services would be better 
without them. 

As a whole the preachers appear 
to be on trial and there is a marked 
disposition to make them shoulder 
all the blame, although it is conced- 
ed that in a general way they are 
woefully underpaid. The failure of 
the interchurch drive for a hundred 
millions is taken as evidence by 
some that Christianity is on the 
wane, that humanity has ceased to 
turn to it for guidance, strength and 
consola 


tion. 

But, as a matter of fact, most of 
us know in our hearts that Chris- 
tlanity is as strong as ever and that 
a vast number of people who, per- 
haps. do not necessarily go to 
church are Christians in heart and 
habits. I should say that the per 
son who could be found ready to 
voice and proclaim an absolute re 
pudiation of Christianity is very 
rare. But the church, like the rest 
of the world, is passing through 4 
hectic transition stage, the painful 
readjustment process. It has been 
dificult for the chureh to march 
with the times, because its founda 
tions are rooted in the past, imbed- 
ded in traditions—and the times are 
so swift withal. Just the one fac 
tor of woman's suffrage is an up- 
heaval for the chureh. The new 
woman is a hard, obvious, perma- 
nent fact and nothing like the doc 
fle creature of inferior mold for 
whom the church was wont to cater 
and for whom the church held so 
many disabilities. But she is not 4 
worse woman, but rather a much 
better woman, more capable, more 
self-reliant, more educated and more 
productive. It is so dificult for the 
church to accept her and her new 
standards, but it is also much more 
difficult for her to accept the church 
Not that she 
is less religious, less Christian at 
heart, but that the officialdom of 
Christianity seems so prejudiced 
against her, so critical, so ready to 
saddle her with all the responsibili- 
tles of modern immoralities without 
conceding the responsibilities of 
helping to improve them. In short, 
the church still regards her ag * 
“subject” instead of a “citizen.” 

Then again there is the question 
of the high cost of living. This has 
naturally reflected back upon the 
church—and ite ministers. The min- 
ister’s lot was quite dificult enough 
before, but with short rations and 
unavoidable debt it became insup- 
portable. Yet he was God's man, 


trying very hard to do God's work. 


The vast majority of ministers are 
sincere, must surely be sincere or 
they could never have entered 80 
unremunerative a profession. Still, 
even so, they could rarely count 
upon receiving as much freedom, 
conceded as much liberty of action 
as a government clerk. The system 
by which a minister is responsible 
to hig congregation, under its eco 
nomic control, intensely dependent 
upon it, made of him rather a serv- 
ant than a teacher. It is this con- 
dition which has made his sermons 
open to such criticism as John Spar- 
go deals them—the pitiful necessity 
of leasing his congregation,” in- 
stead of drilling God’s laws into 
them, helping to enforce them, and 
not alone specializing in consolation, 
blessings and pleasant services at 
birth, marriage and death. Natural 
ly a first-class, capable man of high 
intelligence and religious devotion 
found such conditions insupportable. 
He could bear his pecuniary woes 
with a certain fortitude, but when 
it was coupled with petty subservi- 
ence, an everlasting necessity for 
truckling, no wonder he struck. 

Perhaps, after all. it should be the 
churches and their congregations 
that should be on trial. Some 
churches and congregations must 
actually be accepted with dread and 
forebodi by their pastors. Noe 
matter what the dezziing remuners 
tion offered pastors must accept 
some “calls” with dreadful misgiv- 
ings. We all know churches that 
seem incapable of keeping the peace 
that divide into counterfactions. 
And when one hears the trumpery 
causes of these disputes one quite 
appreciates why ministers are leav- 
ing the profession. 

The church as a whole is fully 
alive to these complications and 
every conference shows an honest 
endeavor to meet them. But the 
individual churches, especially in 
the smaller communities, so often do 
not show this appreciation of 
changed times and conditions, of 
the supreme necessity for co-opera- 
tion, good will, mutual considera- 
tion—and the pastor's perennial 
em barrassments. 

The pastor's job is one of the 
most exacting extant. He is not 
only required to be a good and holy 
man, an educated man, a supremely 
tactful man, a gentleman, a heaven- 
ly leader, a parochial father, but ho 
ia also required to be a business 
mar, a brilliant beggar, a flatterer, 
a diplomat, a politician. a clever o~ 
ganizer, a community servant, a so 
cial licht and is forever ha by 
the petty details of church affairs. 
He must be interested in all his 
parishioners’ affairs and yet avoid 
and discourage gossip. He must be 
ever ready to disgorge sympathy 
and yet remain nobly neutral. He 
must himself be a glitterly example 
of untarnished virtue, but at the 
same time not be too exacting anent 
the virtues of his parishioners, es- 
pecially those chiefly responsible 
for providing the church income. 

So long as these conditions per- 
tain, so long as he js servant rather 
than master of his congregation. so 
long as the functions of his office 
call for larger secular abflity rather 
than godliness and so long as tho 
reward of his labors is so meager in 
cash and so boundless in trumpery 
exactions, so long will the urgently 
needed readjustment be delayed and 
ministers despair of their profession. 

And so long as the church clings 
to the traditions. conditions, sump- 
tuary by-laws. conceptions, conciu- 
sions and

Ten thousand war plays are, I 
suppose, a consérvative estimate. 
But out of the great shadows are 
by-plays of sunshine, lightning 
flashes of wit. warm rays of kind- 
ly humor. Among the latter must 
be classed Buddies,“ a delicious 
little comedy with music by George 
V. Hobart, which opened at the 
Mason last night-to a crowded and 
appreciative house. 

“Buddies” will appeal to ex-sol- 
diers—I know, because one went 
with me last night and lived his 
billet life all over again, billet life 
with its intense interest in the fam- 
Urs affairs, the laughter and sighs 
and little scraps among the com- 
rades, the wit and near-wit of sol- 
dier pals. It will appeal to rela- 
tives of ex-soldiers and to friends 
of ex-soldiers. In short, come to 
think of it, it will appeal to ev- 
erybody. 

But it's not solely because those 
boys on the stage are so natural, 
so sincere, that they seem to be 
indeed our soldiers, that the play, 
despite its faults, is a success. It's 
because, ton, though its plot is not 
specially fresh, nor its dialogue 
specially brilliant, its types are in- 
trinsically appealing, its story swift- 
ly unwound, and last, but most of 
all, it strikes some quite unexplain- 
able human chord. Perhaps it's 
partly, too, because one feels as if 
he could reach right across the foot- 
lights to anybody in the play, and 
“Hello!” so naturally are its 


charm, great 
charm there is. The types are quite 
irresistible, for one First 
there is Babe, in love with Julie, 
but vainly endeavoring all through 
the play, to propese to her. Den- 
man Maley, excellent actor that he 
is, though perhaps a little too ma- 
ture for the part, plays the naive 
Babe deliciously; white Olive Reeves- 


badly with a certain unaccountable 
lack of pep and with a very bad 
make-up, grew entirely into our 
hearts later by the fine thread of 
dramatic feeling running through 
her work. 

William Quimby as Buddy was 
vividly humorous and scored one of 
the big hits as the tough guy from 
the East Side of New York. Joseph 
Herbert, Jr., was Sonny, the man 
who was engaged to the girl safe in 
Brooklyn, but who showed up just 
after he had become engaged to Julie 
in order to help her to keep from 
marrying, for reasons having to do 
with her dead soldier brother's hon- 
oer, the villainous little Alphonse Pet- 
tibois, portrayed with satisfactory 
naturalness by Jgnacio Martinetti. 
Carrie Radcliffe played Mme. Benoit 
most sympathetically; Jack Gray was 
toiptop as Biff, the sergeant; pretty 
Irene Cattell played the American 
girl. with spirit, and all the others 
were nicely done. There is a de- 
lictously amusing epilogue, with 
songs and jokes, and with the cur- 
tain finally going down on the boys 
about to retire at taps, laughing and 
whispering. 

The incidental music fits in nat- 
urally, and consists of some dozen 
songs, of which, perheps, “The Wail 
of the Tale of the Long, Long Trail” 
was the best, “Darling, 1— coming 
in for second honors, while the dance 
between the American girl and n- 
ny was gracefully done. 

If you go to Buddies“ expect- 
ing wildly hilarious comedy or bril- 
liant epigrams, or—greenery-yallery 
melodrama, you'll be disappointed. 
But. tf you want to be really 
deeply amused by types and comedy 
that are not overdrawn; if you want 
to be charmed with the warmth of 
a radiant naturalness of theme and 
playing and characters, don't fall 
to see this thoroughly enjoyable 
play of camp life, with its miniature 
joys and sorrows, its real human- 
ness. 


FATTY ARBUCKLE HIT

There's a sort 
of hello-folks-how-are-you touch 
about his work, just as there al- 
ways was in his comedies, which 
goes a long way toward winning his 
audiences
